A railway spike th at cannot work 
'.oose is now m anufactured a t Seattle, 
W ash. 
Says the 
Railway aud Hn- 
gineering Review, 
in a brief descrip­ 
tive note: 
“It consists of 
an ordinary spike 
with 
a 
curved 
shoulder 
at 
the 
back 
about 
the 
middle 
o f, t h e 
spike 
in 
length, 
and a key or lock 
to hold the spike from working up 
out of tho tie. 
The 
wedge-shaped 
lock is a thin, tapering piece of iron. 
W hen the spike Is driven Into the tie 
it leaves a slight channel alongside 
of it, Into which this wedge is driven, 
following the channel until it strikes 
the shoulder of the spike, when It im­ 
m ediately turns out and enters the 
wood along the line of least resist­ 
ance—which 1h with the grain—some­ 
tim es turning upward a little if the 
wood is soft. 
It then becomes prac­ 
tically impossible to draw’ the spike 
without first draw ing the wedge, 
lf 
for any reason it is desired to pull 
the spike, the wedge itself, being thin. 
is easily draw n from the top, although 
it cannt be pushed up by the 
spike. 
After the wedge is draw n the spike 
can easily be removed, and, what is 
of great advantage, can be replaced in 
the sam e hole and locked with the 
wedge as securely as before. 
As the 
ties become old and the spike becomes 
loose, a tap of the ham m er on the 
wedge will set it up tight against the 
rail again. 
The Atchison, Topeka &

ber of them made at its shops and put 
into its track for a test.

SELF-LOCKING RAILWAY SPIKE 


Device by Which the Loosening of the 


Rail Is Made Impossible. 


A railway spike that cannot work 


'.oose Is now manufactured at Seattle, 


Wash. 
Says the 


Hallway and En- 
gineering Review, 
in a brief descrip- 
tive note: 


"It consists of 


an ordinary spike 
with 
a 
curved 


shoulder at the 
back 
about 
the 


middle 
of, the 


spike In length, 
and a key or lock 


to hold the spike from working up 
out of the tie. 
The 
wedge-shaped 


lock is a thin, tapering piece ot iron. 
When the spike is driven Into the tie 
It leaves a slight channel alongside 
of It, Into which this wedge is driven, 
following the channel until It strikes 
the shoulder ot the spike, when it im- 
mediately turns out and enters the 
wood along the line of least resist- 
ance—which is with the grain—some- 
times'turning upward a little If the 
wood Is soft. 
It then becomes prac- 


tically impossible to draw the spike' 
Without first drawing the wedge., It 
for any reason it Is desirad' to' pull 
the spike, the wedge itself, being thin. 
Is easily drawn from the top. although 
it cannt be pushed up by the spike. 
After the wedge is drawn the spike 
can easily be removed, and, what is 
of great advantage, can be replaced In 
the same hole and locked with the 
Wedge as uecurclj aa before 
As the 


ties become old and the spike becomes 
loose, a tap of the hammer on the 
wedge will set it up tight against the 
rail again

As the average pas- 


senger steamer cannot be stopped In 
much less than a mile when under 
full headway, the Importance of the 
light In finding the spot is evident. 
The signal burns with 300 cundlepow- 
er for a full hour. These lights are

Another type Is the projectile which 


is flred from a gun and will carry as 
far as a., ordinary shell will go These 
lights can be set to burn as they leave 
the gun, or not until the strike the 
water, where they will float and burn 
from one to two hours.

HOW TO WASH BLANKETS. 


Observe These Rules If You Want the 


Best Results. 


Make a good suds with bar soap and 


water, comfortably warm to the hand, 
and then pour In spirits of ammonia, a 
tablespoonful at a time, until the suds 
smell strongly ot ammonia, and turn 
two ounces of powdered borax In boll- 
ing water. 


Shake all the dust out ot the blank- 


ets and then rinse them up and down 
and squeeze lightly In the hands, but 
do not rub them; It Is that motion 
which fulls the wool and felts It to- 
gether. 
Do not rub any soap upon 


them, but dip them well In the water; 
then rinse In plain water, warm to the 
hand, not hot. By folding the blankets 
lengthwise In a long, 
narrow strip 


they con be drawn through a wringer, 
but should never be wrung through the 
bands. 


Then shake thoroughly and hang 


out, drawing the edges and corners 
smoothly together. When thoroughly 
dry fold smoothly and place the bosom 
board over, with one or two flatlrons 
to bold It down; the next day they will 
be fresh and sweet Select a bright, 
sunny day, and never hang them in 
rain or drizzle.

VOTE-BUYING IN ENGLAND. 


Bribery Rampant at the Close ef the 


Eighteenth Century. 


Votes have been purchased shame- 


lessly and on a huge scale in British 
elections. An arrangement was once 
made in the borough of Wendover by 
which two candidate* were to be 
elected after a distribution of £6,000 
($30,000) among the voters. The ac- 
count reads: 
"This being settled a 


gentleman was employed to go down, 
when he was met according to pre- 
vious appointment by the electors 
about a mile from the town. The elec- 
tors asked the stranger where he 
came from 
He replied, 'From the 


moon' They then asked, 'What news 
from the moon?' lie answered that 
he had brought from hence £6,090 
to be distributed among them. The 
electors, being thus satisfied with the 
golden news from the moon, chose the 
candidate* and received their re- 
ward." 
At Hindon a man dressed fantastic- 


ally as the dancing Punch called at 
the house of the voters and left be- 
hind him sums of five to ten guineas 
((25 to $50)). Another device was to 
collect the citizens at the Inn* and 
hand them their reward through a 
hole In the door. For these offense* 
the house of commons passed a reso- 
lution that Htndon should be. disfran- 
chised, but so lax were the morals of 
the time—the close ot the eighteenth 
century—that 
the 
resolution 
wa» 


never acted upon. 


Again in 1869 the "Man in the 


Moon" turned up in Wakefleld. 
He 


went about openly distributing money 
and did not appear to be In the least 
ashamed of his occupation. At Dub- 
lin, In 1868, a hole In the wall served 
the purpose ef a distributing center 
for the £6 
(»26> notes, while at

lt'» the Sam,* a* Croquet, the Player* 


Say, But Different. 


Be very careful to »ay "lawn bll- 


lard*." when *peah1n*> ot,the game 
which has taken the »!•*• ot cro- 
quet Those who play it are *en*l- 
tlve about the name. 
In the new 


game which Is becoming popular in 
some place* there are "allt" shot*, 
"slice" shots, "hiding" balls, "thin 
slice" shot*, "split" shots, getting "po- 
sition," and a number of other tech- 
nical terms which the old time cro- 
quet players know little about. 


"Lawn billiards" is really a* differ- 


ent from croquet, in many respect*, 


feet from -the first, on a line extend- 
ing through the middle of the-field. 


The Bide wicket* are • Met and 1 


Inches from the border on a line with 
the second wicket from each stake. 
There I* a cage or double wicket in* 
the center 18 Inches long and 3% 
inches between the wire*, set at right 
angles with a line drawn from stake 
to stake.

•s the game ot billiards Is different 
from croquet. The only likeness to 
the time honored and antiquated game 
Is that mallets and wlcketa are used. 
The mallets have short bandies and 
the wicket* and balls are small. Think 
about having to shoot a ball through 
a wicket with only a space, of about 
three Inches between the wires! Yon 
could not drive one of the old time 
croquet balls through such a wicket 
with a sledge hammer, because the 
old balls were large and the wicket* 
were wide between the wires. 
The dimensions of the grounds 


used, say* the Kansas City SW, are 
78 feet in length; 36 feet wide: corner 
pieces 8 feet long. These are inside 
measurements with a line denoting 
the boundary of the field SO Inche* 
from the Inside of the border.
